He won
his new honors last nilght in Madison
Bguare Garden by outpointing Battling
Levinsky, previous holder of the title, In
twelve rounds of interesting boxing. The
veteran battler was outclissed by the

Levinsky made a gal t effort to re- |
tain his title, but the speed, vigor and |
power of the younger man were tooi
much for the courageous but aged boxer, |
Tunney, showing the best form he has
months, out-
boxed, outhit and outgeneraled the
clever and resourceful Levinsky,

The new champion had his opponent
fn serious trouble several times during
the twelve rounds, and on one or two
occaslons the Battler had difficulty In
staving off a knockout.

The Battler scaled 17614 pounds, but
as Tunney welghed only 172 pounds,
three opunds below the lmit, his ac-
quirement of the title was entirely legal.

Tunney, hitting straight and hard with
both hnrldp. landed smashing blows to
Levinsky's body with his right and
reached his face with a punishing left
that drew blood and puffed up the nose
and eyes of the champion, Levinsky

iils opponent, but Tunney speedily turned
the tide agalnat the Battler, and usually

it the Battler back to bis corner a

tred man.

There ls small doubt that Tunney
will eventually get a mmtch with Car-
nentier, who holds the light-heavywelght
champlonship of *he world. Some ques-
t1én was raised as to the transfer of the
title owing to the fact that Levinsky was
a pound and a half above the light-
heavyweight limit of 176 pounds.

Fulton's Poor Showing.

If the improvement In Fred Fulton's
Aghting form was accurately measured

& Madden at Madison Square Garden, then
the tall plasterer would do well to keep
well out of reach of Jack Dempsey and
Harry Wills. Fulton's performance was
‘saddening. With advantage In weight of
363 pounds, six inches in height and
& much longer reach, lie falled not only
to stop the little chap but was himself
on the verge of & knockout in the tenth
rovnd,

Fulten was slow, clumsy and
throughout the contest and was Very
tired at the bell in st least four of the
rounds.

Madden, with bulldog courage, carrled
the flght to his glant oppoment. Al-
though handieapped b}' cuts over hotl
eyves, he continued a®furlous onslaught
from the first gong to the last. Mad-
den's attack was in the form of swings,
many of which landed flush on Fulton's
jaw. Beginning with the third round,
Fulton used his left to the face and
right .uppercut to the chin with effect,
Yet the lttle chap made so gallant a
fight agalnst great odds that the de-
vislon of draw was justified,
